At the end of that time tents or other 
temporary structures will have been 
put up. It is hoped to secure tents from 
the government through the military 
director, Colonel Hawley.

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JUDICIAL REFORM NEEDED. 

There has been no more striking or in- 
tensely interesting contribution to the dis- 
cussion as to the necessity for taking steps 
to curb crime and put an end to mob law 
in Georgia than the statement ot Judge 


George Hillyer, of Atlanta, which The Consti- 
tution publishes today. 

If there is any man well qualified to 
speak on this subject it is Judge Hillyer, 
prominent citizen, former judge of the supe- 
rior court of this circuit, and one of the fore- 
most members of the Georgia bar for the 
last half century. For some twenty years 
now Judge Hillyer has been earnestly plead- 
ing, along with The Constitution, for that 
reform in judicial procedure which will 
bring about prompter disposition of crim- 
inal cases, the speedier administration of 
justice and more certain results. 

Judge Hillyer takes as his text The Con- 
stitution’s editorial of Friday discussing the 
delays of the law, which are permitted 
by innumerable technicalities, and shows 
wherein present conditions of judicial pro- 
cedure not only fail to deter crime, but 
actually encourage mob executions. 

“In a criminal trial,” Judge Hillyer says, 
“the law shields the prisoner by a maze of 
technicalities and delays, so that to a dis- 
cérhing public it looks like the guilty party 
is the only person in the courthouse who 
has any rights that are sacred.“ 

Judge Hillyer has correctly diagnosed the 
disease from which not only Georgia jus- 
tice, but that in every other state in the 
union is suffering. An outrageous crime 
provokes community passion. The knowl 
edge that the criminal may delay his pun- 
ishment for months, or years, and perhaps 
escape it altogether, induces to mob vio 
lence. Of course, this is no justification, 
but it is the mob's excuse. | 

On the other hand, Judge Hillyer points 
out that not only are lynchings a great 
evil, and always. wrong, but that they are 
usually worse and more harmful than the 
crime which provoked them. The best way 
to stop lynchings is to stop the crimes that 
lead to them; and the best way to stop 
these crimes, as Judge Hillyer shows, is to 
amend the laws of criminal procedure “so 
that innocent and good people can be as- 
sured of getting justice in the courthouse.” 

As The Columbia State called attention 
to the fact that mob law threatens to un- 
dermine state civilization, Judge Hillyer re- 
calls the prophecy of Lord Macaulay, whe 
predicted that this republic’ would be de- 
e in the twentieth century by the 
„Huns and Vandals” within its borders. Is 
this prophecy coming true? Are we going 
to permit it? What shall we do about it? 
Judge Hillyer thus answers the question:

Bob Wimbish, charged with the mur- 
der of Will Head, both negroes, under 
a plea of self-defense, secured an ac- 
quittal. 

A case that attracted considerable at- 
tention was that of Albert Smith, 
charged wtih the burning of the barn 
of W. D. Thurmond, a prominent white 
farmer. The evidence, however, failed 
to sufficiently connect the négro with 
the burning and he was acquitted and 
by a jury composed almost entirely of 
farmers.

All-around activity prevails, the sit- 
uation in some lines b unparalleled. 


Buyers throng the leading markets; in- 


dustry, except in the few negligible in- 
stances, continugs at full speed; prices, 
with the notable exception of raw cot- 
ton, keep on rising; scarcity of numer- 
ous articles is more marked than ever, 
and while high costs under ordinary 
conditions would tend to automatically 
restrict consumption, the fact is that 
at this juncture the advancing levels 
seem to spur buyers to extraordinary 
efforts to fill their requirements, There 
is no longer any great disposition to 
wait for a sudden ending of the Euro- 
pean war, nor to ex t marked retro- 
gression in other directions, and do- 
mestic buyers, reconciled to existing 
conditions, are anxious about having 
their orders taken by producers. There 
15 of course, more or less deferring 
of projects because of high prices, but 
this factor is negatived by the larger 
one that America is the only free mar- 
ket to which belligerents and neutrals 
alike can turn. 


As already noted, every leading mar- 


ket throughout the geld | has been 
thronged with buyers; hotel accommo- 
dations have been taxed; house trade 
especially of dry goods, clothing and 
shoes, has expanded; road sales con- 
tinue to show steady gains; retail 
trade, thanks to widespread map’? ~ 
ment at good wages, more than holds 
its own; mail orders are heavy, and 
sales for fall shipment attract atten- 
tion. It is true that in some parts of

tidles at retail, but, on the other hand, 
rubber goods have been benefited. Rail- 
way traffic is very large, complaints 
of shortages continue numerous, ain 
interests, iron furnacemen and coal and 
coke producers being particularly loud 
in their protestations over conditions, 
and, in fact, there are signs that mat- 
ters in this respect are becoming worse 
instead of better.
